The Administration 


The administration rolled with | 
the punches, without any counter | 
attack.

Greatest Danger 


They know what the adminis- | 
tration knows—and what e\ ery | 
sensitive person must appreciate— | 
that inflation is the greatest dan- 
ger. If we provide too much stim- 
ulant to the economy we will cre- 
ate a runaway inflation which | 
will wreck all savings, retirement | 
pensions, and depreciate the cur- 
rency. It is not an exaggeration 
to say that if this happens we will 
be paying $20 for a steak within 
10 years, or less. Suits would 
range up to $400, and so on. The 
White House wants to avoid it. 


The Congress knows this. But 
it will come back with th2 pleas 
of pressure groups in its ears. It 
will have heard from those who 
make the campaign donations. 
Here we see one of the weak- 
nesses of our system. Only a few 
persons contribute the money to 
candidates, who almost never put | 
up any of their own. Human na- | 
ture being what it is, these per- | 
sons and the interests they rep- 
resent have access tothe con- | 
gressional ears. 

The @ongress also comes back | 
to find the economic statistics of |

As a true son of the South, it has always 
bothered me to read of the surrender of the 
great and good Gen. Robert E. Lee. His life

Whereupon the 
would-be saver turned in disgust 
and said, ‘Go ahead and jump.” 

Now I have the true facts about 
the alleged “‘surrender” of Lee at 
Appomattox. My source of infor- 
mation is Zack D, Cravey, comp- 
troller general of the State of 
Georgia, State Insurance Com- 
missioner, Georgia Safety Fire 
Commissioner and holder of 
many other titles and honors. Mr. 
Cravey is a member of my church 
and regularly listens to my ser- 
mons. The true facts, according 
to my friend, are as follows: 

“After chasing the Union Army 
all over the map, even as far 
north as Gettysburg way up in 
Pennsylvania, the Confederates 
and Gen. Lee were very tired. 
The Southern Army, camped out 
at Appomattox, was preparing to 
wipe out the Yankees the next 


morring and march victoriously 
into Washington. 

“Gen. Lee was resting at 
the courthouse before mapping 
the strategy for this final cam 
paign. Into the courthouse walked 
Gen. Grant, ready to sur- 
render. Grant was such an in- 
conspicuously looking man that 
Lee took him to be his orderly. 
Naturally, Lee gave Grant his 
sword to polish. Grant, very sur- 
prised, took Lee’s sword and 
actually thought that Lee had sur- 
rendered. He even thanked Lee 
for surrendering and Gen. Lee. 
being a true Southern gentleman, 
couldn’t go back on his word.” 

Getting the ‘“‘true facts” re. 
lieves me greatly. Maybe it ‘is 
better that the war ended the 
way it did, because our Southern 
fathers showed the strength and 
character to rise and build the 
“New South.” It is doubtful if 
our friends in the North could 
have mustered the strength to rise 
from defeat. 

Our glorious nation did becorme 
united again and a greater nation 
the world has never known. My 
suggestion is that, in view of the 
“true facts,’’ we in the South can 
afford to be a little more char- 
itable toward our friends to the 
North. 

By all means, let us get on

They provide 
a flow of news, a source of insight and a personal performance which 
no Washington correspondent likes to miss. 


To most of us it is always an 
exciting thing to see the Presi- 
dent of the United States stand up 
before the free press of his coun- 
try, answering questions and sub- 
jecting himself to some cross- 
examination with every word 
available for quotation in the 
newspapers and on radio and TV. 

Unofficial transcripts of the 
conferences began to be 
used under Truman. It remained 
for Eisenhower to make the con- 
ferences completely on the rec- 
ord, fully quotable and available 
for almost instant use on radio 
and TV. 

What impresses me more than 
ever is that the White House 
press conference increases in use- 
fulness in proportion to its regu- 
larity and frequency and de- 
creases in value when there are 
long intervals between press con- 
ferences. 

An important reason is reg- 
ular weekly press conferences en- 
able the reporters to measure the 
evolution of presidential think- 
ing and policy. There are three 
good examples of this if you 
look at the trend of Eisenhow- 
er’s answers in his three latest 
press conferences.
